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Atomic Art 


Atomic artist Alyce Simon 


makes her Boston debut at the - 


Museum of Science with a display 
of her work opening to the public 
November 21. 

‘Atomic Art,’’ an assemblage 
of eight major pieces brings to 
New England audiences a first 
glimpse of dazzling effects 
achieved through the twentieth 
century phenomena of plastics, 
acrylic paints, and most innovative 
of all, atomic bombardment. 

Winner of eight Carnegie 
awards, her work has been shown 
in one-man exhibits at the Smith- 
sonian Institution and the Ontario 
Science Center, and ingroup shows 
at New York’s Museum of Modern 
Art and Brooklyn Museum. Mrs. 
Simon, a New Yorker, has achieved 
national prominence with her 
application to art of the marvels 
of technology. 

Visitors to the exhibition in 
Washburn Gallery at the Science 
Museum will be able not only to 
view the unique artworks, but also, 
in three instances, to control them. 
A complex lighting system will 
be operable by means of a 
rheostat (known to householders 
as a ‘‘dimmer’”) which lowers 
or elevates the illumination of 
‘*Pink Eclipse’? to produce a 
variety of moods. Pushbuttons 
can be used to bring to life the 
dramatic ‘‘Triangle’ and the 
evocative ‘‘Pink Moon, Grey 
Mushrooms.,’’ 

‘‘Atomic Art’? is. the result 
of controlled bombardment of 
Plexiglas acrylic plastic sheets, 
the application of acrylic paints 
after irradiation, the ‘‘sandwich- 
ing’? of several layers of the 
treated plastic to form multi- 
dimensional effects, and the whole 
enclosed in an illuminated case. 

Produced by this intricate series 
of art-science steps the piecescan 
as well be classified as sculpture 
as they can be designated as 
paintings. Abstract and semi- 
abstract in style, they all are 
suffused with a glow of other- 


worldly light that comes of the 


illumination which penetrates the 
several layers. Forms bothhard- 
edge and diffused, and colors both 
vivid and subtle, by turns advance 
and recede as the light level is 
altered. 

A far cry from the traditional 
artist’s studio is the workshop 
in which Mrs. Simon turns out her 
unusual art forms. Geiger counter 
in pocket, she introduces the plas- 
tic sheets into a Van de Graaff 
particle accelerator, in a prede- 
termined sequence. Here they are 
bombarded by heavy streams of 
electrons at high speed whichbreak 
down the molecular structure of 
the plastic, creating tree-shaped 
and other delicate internal frac- 
tures. 

The next step involves paint 
applied tocomplement, emphasize, 
and sometimes delineate the 
branches of fractures, and finally, 
the addition of electrical 
components and _ suitable box 
frames. 

After studying at Syracuse Uni- 
versity, the Pratt Institute, the 
Brooklyn Museum Art School, and 
the Art Students League, Mrs. 
Simon pursued her art with orth- 
odox materials and techniques. 
She developed her new direction 
in cooperation with Dr. Kennard 
H, Morganstern, an atomic 
physicist of Westbury, Long Island.

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Editorial Comment

An Impasse 


It is regrettable that the Doherty School Addition Build- 
ing Committee and the school committee have reached an 
impasse. 

It is a matter of probably long standing, since some 


members of the school committee were not completely 
satisfied with plans in the first place, wanting a larger 
Instruction Material Center, otherwise known as a library. 

Now, however, the building committee has its plans and 
is hopeful of presenting them to town meeting in March. 

School committee members have been critical. They feel 
there should be additional work done, thus removing the 
possibility of having the ad dition ready for use in 
September, 1972, which the school department says it so 
desperately needs. 

The building committee members, who so admirably 
produced the West school addition, have openly professed a 
desire to save the taxpayers money. We could find no one, 
but apparently school officials, who would quarrel with 
such a thought. 

At the moment, the building committee can not see its 
way clear to revise plans. The school authorities, want more 
room and space, and traffic control. 

The building committee is adamant in its thoughts to re- 
tain the current. plans and produce a useable and functional 
school building. 

Some school committee members have claimed they have 
been kept in the dark with regard to the building committee 
meetings. The meetings are posted, according to the open 
meeting law, so we can not see that board members should 
be provided with engraved invitations. 

The press has been aware of the building committee ac- 
tivity, and its actions reported in these columns. 

If the school housing problem is as acute as is projected 
by school authorities, one would assume that they would be 
satisfied with the plans presented. 

We can hardly hope for anyone not to seek utopia. 

But we must all be reasonable. 

As we project municipal costs next year and in the years 
to come, we feel strongly that the building committee has 
the best interests of the town behind them.

notify their families in advance if 
they expect to telephone home, 
particularly during the coming 
holiday season. 

“This will prevent a case like 
the following: 

‘*A serviceman tried nine times 
to call his parents here in the 
states. Each time they refused 
the call, thinking he was a crank. 
Only a letter from their son con- 
vineed them that such a call from 
halfway around the world is pos- 
sible.’’ 

Mr. Papalia said stateside 
callers often encounter difficulty 
when they try to reach someone in 
Vietnam. 

“For one thing,” he said, 
‘‘war conditions have limited the 
expansion of Vietnamese telephone 
service. Thus, when a call comes 
into Saigon, there may be no local 
facilities available to route it to 
the serviceman being called. 

‘‘Another problem is that ser- 
vicemen are very mobile. Travel 
restrictions and curfews in Saigon 
complicate the task of locating 
them. And, of course, combat 
conditions may make calling im- 
possible.’”’

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Read And 
Spell By 


Machine 


Teaching machines are helping 
students learn their phonics, read- 
ing and spelling in some of 
Andover’s elementary schools. 

Teachers in nine classrooms of 
first and second graders at Doherty 
are sharing use of a leased ‘‘Eorg 
Warner System 80” to heip teach- 
ing reading and spelling to students 
who need supplemental work 
beyond the grouped reading 
program. The approach is ‘‘audio 
and visual.” 

When Michael Tretina, one of 
Miss Bascom’s second graders, 
sat down to demonstrate the 
machine for the TOWNSMAN, a 
picture and some words appeared 
on a TV-like screen. There is 
a row of squarish press-buttons 
just below the screen of the B-W 
System 80. 

As the picture appeared, an 
invisible taperecorded teacher 
asked Michael questions testing 
his comprehension of the pictures, 
words or phrases on the screen; 
**Pick the word which tells what 
the boy and the dog are doing.” 
Mike pushed the button under the 
word ‘‘running.”? 

Another image appeared, with 
another question: ‘‘Which sentence 
tells what’s happening in the pic- 
ture??? Mike considered the 
picture, read the two sentences, 
and made his choice by pushing 
the button under one of them. 
There was a big grin on his face, 
and a second grade gir] confided, 
**T get to use the machine some- 
times too.’”? It is evident that 
children who need some indivi- 
dual supplemental help in reading 
do not regard this as a chore. 

Mike had to be instructed to 
make a mistake to demonstrate 
the machine’s talent for. instant 
correction -- a big plus in edu- 
cator’s eyes. When Mike re- 
luctantly pressed the button under 
a wrong answer, the picture re- 
mained on the screen and the 
taperecorded voice repeated the 
questions until Mike pressed the 
button under the correct answer, 
with a big grin on his face. 

Mike was born in Czecho- 


slovakia; his family made their 
way to Mannheim, Germany, for 
a year or two, then came to settle 
in Andover last year. Besides 
individual extra help in reading 
our language from the Borg Warner 
teaching machine, Michael 
receives instruction in his native 
tongue at home, from his mother. 

Reading Supervisor Theresa 
Murphy told the TOWNSMAN that 
the Borg Warner System 80 is 
on lease for five months to see 
how much use of the machine and 
its programmed materials help 
children for whom the regular 
grouped reading program is not 
enough. Its purpose is to extend 
the classroom teacher’s ability 
to help children learn. The 
teachers seem enthusiastic, and 
the machine’s time is all signed 
up at Doherty, which was given 
the opportunity to test the machine 
because it has nine classrooms of 
first and second graders. 

In January, after retesting of 
the children who have used it, 
the reading department will decide 
whether or not to recommend pur- 
chase of the sophisticated teaching 
machine, The price? $1440, for 
the machine and the programs for 
reading and spelling, minus the 
rental fee for the first five months. 
A teaching machine is only as good 
as its programs, Mrs. Murphy 
pointed out, and the school wants to 
be sure. The Eorg Warner System 
80 has math programs, as well as 
the reading and spelling programs 
which Doherty is using. 

Another type of teaching machine 
in use at South and Eancroft is 
the Taiking Page,
